With respect to the working hours; during peak periods it has been necessary to 
carry out maintenance and packing work outside the conditional hours, However, 
since December 1990 the workshop has been on strict standard hours as dictated by 
the current trading climate, Occasionally Management may be on the premises outside 
narnal hours, but we do not. believe this constitutes failing to comply with the 
conditions which clearly state ‘operating hours', nor can it reasonably be 
considered nuisance, 


Similarly the comments regarding the noise are without foundation, Following 
numerous visits by the Environmental Health Officer, and a detailed study by an
